Further inquiries have 
revealed that while there were some 
snags in one segment of the program, 
reception by area dealers and cyclists to 
the overall staging of the event was very 
enthusiastic.

The Sacramento “motorcycling 
scene” has taken on a new look 
these past two weeks. Usually the 
hot-bed of anti-motorcycle 
legislation, Sacramento has rolled out 
the welcome mats and all attention is 
turned to the big mile-oval at Cal-Expo 
for the return of the prestigious 
Sacramento Mile July 20. Remembering 
the ‘carnival madness" that always 
accompanied the Sacramento Mile, until 
it was doomed into extinction following 
the 1970 running, old-time innkeepers 
and other purveyors of food and spirits 
are going out of their way to cater the 
every need of the expected 30,000 race 
fans who will witness the reincarnation 
of the “greatest of all mile races.” 

And, in the local motorcycle shops, 
the conversation has suddenly become a 
question of ‘*Can the two-strokes do it 
again?". Scott Brelsford, who piloted 
one of Erv Kanemoto’s screaming 
Kawasaki Triples to the big win at 
Stockton last week, will be back to lay 
claim to the laurels for the 
never-before-raced Cal-Expo track. 
Stablemate Don Castro will be mounted 
on the other *Super Greenie" to hold 
off the challenge of veteran four-stroke 
pilots, and this only adds to the 
anticipation of a super-race. The entry 
list already reads like the “Who's Who 
of Motorcycling", with names like 
Scott, Romero, Springsteen, Powell, 
White, Lawwill, Aldana, Wirth, Williams, 
Jorgensen, Gillespie, Hocking, Gennai, 
Aksland, Beauchamp, Mulder, Hateley, 
and (Diane) Cox, all of whom will be 
going after the lion's share of the record 
breaking $17,500 purse.

The event, played under a 
cloud of dust on the St. Gabriel de 
Brandon course, drew a slim field of 
riders although newly crowned 
champion Gaston Rahier, as well as the 
rest of the top five in the world point 
standings were present. Baborovsky's 
tally of 24 points moved him into a 
solid third position in the standings.

MIC responds to lights- 
on observations 


In the interest of accuracy, the road 
test article by Chuck Clayton contains 
some observations regarding lights-on 
laws, lighting system performance and 
technical recommendations that should 
be reviewed for the benefit of your 
readers. The comment that the tail light 
being on during daytime operation of 
the lighting system is "one dangerous 
aspect of the lights-on feature that 
should be tended to at once," is a 
totally subjective view without 
foundation. There is no evidence to 
infer any danger in the various aspects 
of lights-on operation. 

Possible differences in the 
noticeability values of going from 
lights-off to lights-on, or from a reduced 
photometric to a higher photometric 
output value certainly merits 
consideration and is indeed something 
the council has raised for discussion in 
any review of potential running light 
systems configuration. There is, 
however, no available data base with 
respect to daytime rear end collisions 
under conditions of lights-on vs. 
lights-off, during motorcycle braking 











mode of operation that will support any 
conclusion in this area. On the contrary, 
the argument could be made that 
noticeability will be increased across the 
total operating spectrum with the tail 
light in a steady burning state. 

The fact that state enacted 
motorcycle lights-on laws do not require 
burning the tail light in daytime is not 
germane. States have no standing with 
respect to this issue since federal motor 
vehicle safety standard 108, which is 
pre-emptive and controlling, requires 
that “tail lamps on each vehicle shall be 
activated when the head lamps are 
activated in a steady burning state." 
Manufacturers are well aware of lighting 
standards, and their machines are 
designed accordingly. 

Any recommendation that the owner 
rewire his vehicle to incorporate 
switching or other devices into the 
lighting system is, in my. view, 
ill-advised. Such action would certainly 
void any warranty protection against 
electrical system defects. The 
recommended modification, although 
not likely to be considered an illegal 
action in itself, would obviously take 
the vehicle out of conformity to those 
equipment performance standards 
prescribed for street legal machines 
established at .the federal level and 
recognized by the states in their 
registration and inspection 
requirements. 

Thank you for your consideration 
and I look forward to the next issue of 
Cycle News.

CASTLE ROCK, WASH., JULY 12 


Shouting, “We did it! We did it!” 
second place man Sonny Burres 
embraced winner Chuck Joyner 
like a Frenchman on the victory 


stand, barely able to contain him- 
self with the thrill of the moment 
as Pacific Northwest ¥T specialists 
went one-two-three in the 250-lap 


Castle Rock TT National. Mert Lawwill 
(H-D) was the first "'furriner" home at 
fourth, Gary Scott (H-D), at fifth, 
managed to pad his Camel Pro points 
advantage as Ken Roberts (Yam) was 
out cold after a fourth-lap crash that 
put the National Final into a single-file 
restart. 

It was an immensely popular victory 
in front of a spillover crowd at a race 
that is unique within the National 
circuit. The last of the good ol' club 
promoted, down-home Mo’sickle Races 
left on the circuit, the Castle Rock TT is 
a living anachronism not unlike the Isle 
of Man, with its detractors who want it 
cut out of the championship and its 
supporters who want it preserved as that 
last bit of living history. 

The race has its roots deep in 
motorcycling’s rowdy youth. The crowd 
is a zoo — a barely contained riot that 
surges against the white retaining walls 
of the Cowlitz County Fairgrounds 
track, held at bay not so much by police 
(who maintain a generally low profile 
during the “‘festivities”), but by legions 
of burly Mt. St. Helens M.C. members. 
It’s an uneasy truce at best in which the 
only laws observed are the ones that 
aren’t written. Streakers streaked, fights 
erupted and broke apart, the 
night-before bonfire consumed 14 spare 
tires and a Honda before the dynamite 
started going off — all in all a fairly 
quiet year, according to club members. 

The pits are crowded and canvas 
groundsheets are down everywhere to 
try to control the dust underfoot and 
keep it out of the motors. This year the 
track surface was hard and very dry, 
bladed smooth with a light granular 
powder covering it after dragging. It 
turned out to be a glassy, tricky surface 
that only the local TT shoes, who race 
here during the short, intense summer 
season, know really well. 

Bruce Hanlon, who got down into 
the 23 second bracket winning the 
Friday night preliminary as a Junior last 
year, had the track dialed in like a 
California night motocrosser during 
practice. Jim Odom looked like a wild 
man, and Mike Gerald was back in it at 
last, saying it all felt good again and at 
least his shoulder didn’t hurt anymore. 
He and Darryl Hurst had trucked up 
together from Texas just to do the 
National here, but neither made the cut. 

Sonny Burres (24.26, top time). Ed 
Herrmann, Darrell Hendrickson, Charlie 
Brown, Mark Williams, Bruce Hanlon 
and Randy .Skiver, in order, all local 
riders, dominated time trials. John 
Gennai was the fastest out-of-stater, 





riding with a red, swollen left eye after 
being clipped by a small rock during 
practice. 

Gary Scott barely made the cut 
(47th) after changing shocks and 
gearing. In the west turn (last one 
before the straight), he was entering it 
hot, practically bouncing off the wall 
opposite the apex, exploding the loose 
powder there with his rear wheel as he 
squared the corner and drove almost 
straight for the front chute’s outside 
wall. This was an exaggeration of a line 
that most were taking after Dave 
Hansen, Walt Foster, and a few others 
slid down from crossing a glassy spot 
that developed near the apex and got 
worse after watering. 

Roberts explained that the 
squared-off line is the fastest on this 
track when it's tacky, but when it's 
loose and slippery he'll choose to hold 
the pole. During the races, he used both 
lines interchangeably for passing and to 
block passing until his famous sixth 
sense for traffic apparently failed him in 
the Final. 

After practice and time trials, 
Roberts came in with his factory 
Yamaha literally smoking, as the 
newly-fitted Bassani TT pipes 
(high-mounted) were burning holes in 
his side number plates. Shoeman Ken 
Maely was pressed into service with a 
pocketknife, making last-minute 
“modifications” on the plastic plates. 
Otherwise, Ken's bike was pretty much 
the same setup that he used to win the 
TT at Houston. 

Gary Scott almost had to choose 
between nailing the nation's only lady 
Expert and laying it down when Diane 
Cox saw a piece of debris (apparently 
somebody's exhaust pipe) lying in the 
track and swerved to avoid it. Gary got 
it off in the mables and had his 
moments regaining control — you can't 
say he's not a gentleman. 


Heats and semis 

About three fights and one topless 
female after time trials closed (they 
reckon time kinda funny at Castle 
Rock) Bob Malley snapped the flag on 
the first heat and Mert Lawwill jumped 
into the lead, with his rear wheel 
bracketed by Mark Williams and John 
Hateley on two factory Nortons. Ken 
Roberts trailed Kirkland, Washington's 
Jim Jones during the first lap. In the 
second pass through the infield, Roberts 
set up a unique ess-curve of his own, 
scissoring outside Jones and inside 
Hateley to move into third behind Mark 
Williams. Mark held him a couple laps, 
bare inches between Roberts’ front 
wheel and Williams’ rear as they came 
out of the west turn with Williams 
keeping the line blocked at the end of 
the front straight. The pressure was

mind-blowing until Roberts got a wheel 
by in the dogleg, kept forcing his 
advantage through the compound-left 
west turn, and flicked it into turn one 
ahead of Williams to cop second. Mert 
Lawwill's lead lasted until just before 
the white flag came out. Hateley closed 
up on Williams and got by under the 
white flag. Roberts set a new 10-lap 
track record to win it and grab the pole 
for the Final. 

Diane Cox had qualified well enough 
to draw a front row start for the second 
heat, getting off the line about fifth in 
heavy traffic as Bruce Hanlon and Ed 
Herrmann surged to the point. One lap 
and Hanlon looked about to blow 
everybody away in record time. Then 
his bike went "Blapah!" in the infield 
and death-rattled off the track. Chuck 
Joyner slipped around Herrmann, then 
came Californian Ron Powell, 
transplanted Iowan, Steve Droste, and 
Diane Cox being pushed by Gene 
Romero. The pressure from Burritto 
brought Diane right up to Droste and 
Powell, then Powell’s chain parted at 
the end of the straight and he vanished 
into the turn one haybales in a puff of 
dust. The race was red-flagged at five 
laps completed to untangle Powell, and 
when Roxy Rockwood announced that 
Cox had finished ahead of Romero, the 
hometown crowd freaked, en masse. 

Randy Skiver ran away with the 
third heat, as Jay Springsteen practically 
bounced off the west wall passing John 
Hartman and Eddie Wirth to cop third 
behind local regular Darrell 
Hendrickson. Two Scotts, Gary and 
Randy, worked past Hartman and Wirth 
with considerable effort, and at times 
the mid-pack shuffling became an 
anarchy of knees, elbows and 
handlebars that all survived by some 
arcane magic. 

The fourth heat roster read like a 
bad-asses’ convention of young Turks 
and National winners. Charlie Brown, 
John Gennai, Keener, Gillespie, Aldana, 
Hansen, Odom, Hocking. 

Gennai got a brief holeshot, only to 
be bracketed by Terry Dorsch and 





Corky Keener. Keener bumped Dorsch 
in the dogleg bottleneck, lost some 
momentum, and Gennai pushed by 
inside the next left-hander trailing an 
anxious Brown. Dorsch hung on 
without looking back as Keener 
out-dragged Gennai, then had to 
contend with Brown, who somehow 
wobbled by Gennai in the transition 
before the dogleg right. After a two-lap 
seesaw cliffhanger, Brown led Gennai 
past Keener in the infield, and these two 
pressured Dorsch from both sides until 
Terry got 'way wide entering the west 
turn and Brown shot through. Next lap 
Dorsch had a hand up on the straight as 
his bike went sour. Gennai got by to 
dice hot and heavy with Brown until his 
bike, too, inhaled some dirt and went 
off its feed. Brown kept squaring 
corners ad shutting the gate until the 
checker. Corky Keener, a fading Dorsch 
and a charging Frank Gillespie finished 
in a flying wedge together. Odom and 
Aldana missed the cut as both their 
Harleys developed a case of the top-end 
blahs. 

First semi saw plucky Jim Jones go 
wire-to-wire as Sonny Burres just made 
the National, bumping Mark Williams 
into the Trophy Race. Romero faded 
after being third for awhile, and Diane 
Cox just missed the last transfer after. 
Rick Wachser crashed in the doglég 
trying to go around her. 

Gary Scott and Frank Gillespie got 
the last two available slots in the 
National, while Randy Scott and Pat 
McCaul argued back and forth over the 
next two positions. Randy, riding with 
his right foot and ankle taped up from 
an earlier injury, stuck his foot in a hole 
twice during the semi, finishing “in 
considerable pain and only barely able 
to ride the Trophy Race. 


Trophy Race 

After the night’s only false start (that 
sent Beauchamp, McCaul, Randy Scott, 
and Hank Scott to the penalty. line), 
Rob Morrison holeshot teammate 


Williams, with Gene Romero attempting 
to go around the outside in turn one. 
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Chuck Joyner (60) won the National, but he couldn't 
quite handle Ed Herrmann (120) in the second heat. 


Mert Lawwill (7) held off Camel Pro Series point 
leader Gary Scott's last lap charge to finish fourth. 








Romero (3) kept pressing, but Williams (70) was in front at the Trophy Race finish. 
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These three pulled out in a tight lead 
group as the now-customary fast 
shuffling scrimmage went on in 
mid-pack behind them. John Hartman 
went into the bales and restarted. 
Morrison’s Norton began to go 
noticeably sour toward the end, and as 
he fell off the pace, first Williams, then 
Romero rode around him. Cooling off 
after the trophy presentation, Williams 
said, “I didn’t use more than half 
throttle most places. It’s really getting 
greasy out there.” 


National Final 

The front row had Roberts on the 
pole, with Randy Skiver, Charlie Brown, 
Mert Lawwill, Ed Herrmann, and Darrell 
Hendrickson beside him. A star-studded 
field had either been bumped back or 
shunted out of the National entirely by 
hot local talent (an occurrence that’s 
almost traditional to Castle Rock by 
now). It took awhile to make up the 
grid, what with the topless lady 
parading the front straight, but she 
faded under the protective wing of a 
particularly large, ugly consort after a — 
how to say it? — semi-successful pass by 
Frank Gillespie. 

When the flag did snap, however, 
most of the BS ended, as Roberts got a 
brief holeshot that lasted only until 
Charlie Brown and Randy Skiver blew

around him on the outside edge of the 
turn one groove. While Brown pulled 
about a second's lead, Roberts began a 
relentless four-lap pressure ride on 
Skiver with Mert Lawwill just a tad back 
holding off Chuck Joyner who had in 
turn scooted by Jay Springsteen in the 
dogleg. Fourth lap, the crowd shrieked 
in unison — Roberts was passing Skiver 
on the outside after squaring the west 
turn, a bobble, a touch, and suddenly 
both were down — Skiver bouncing up 
hot with rage, thinking Roberts had cut 
him off, Ken lying just ahead of his 
Yamaha, out cold. 

The race was red-flagged for a 
single-file restart (four laps scored 
complete) as Roberts was checked over. 
Apparently nothing was broken and 
crew members said the defending 
Champion was just very dingy from 
slamming the ground, but would be 
hospitalized to check for. possible 
concussion. (Ed. note — late word is 
that Roberts suffered torn ligaments 
and a slight concussion, but was released 
from the hospital.) 

Ron Powell, who had been sidelined 
earlier, said it looked like Ken hit a 
hole, straightened up a bit, and when he 
dragged it down again, crossed Skiver's 
path where front and rear wheels kissed 
hard enough to put both riders down. 
After eight minutes of frantic work,

Skiver was able to restart. 

Off the restart, Brown kept his lead, 
Gary Scott and Corky Keener 
capitalized on the opportunity to pick 
up several places. Nobody noticed poor 
ol’ Sonny Burres, bottled up at or near 
last place. Chuck Joyner made hay on 
the restart, too, and quickly gobbled 
Mert Lawwill to clear away and go after 
Brown’s two-second lead. 

Ed Herrmann and Corky Keener 
went into a place-swapping duel that 
lasted until they locked horns and went 
down together in the dogleg. Herrmann 
managed to restart and limp out the 
race; Keener's front brake was too 
mangled to continue. 

Behind them, Gary Scott had been 
lying in wait while Sonny Burres had 
seemingly come from nowhere into a 
three-way hassle with Geannai and 
Hateley. Gennai’s engine went sour 
again, and as he faded, Burres passed 
Gary Scott to move into fourth behind 
Lawwill. Chuck Joyner used the time to 
close Brown's lead. 

Just before the halfway mark, Joyner 
ducked under Brown exiting the dogleg, 
only to be repassed entering turn one. 
Joyner and Brown duelled past the 
crossed-flags sign, until on about the 
14th lap, Joyner forced Brown well to 
the outside in the decreasing-radius 
hook just after turn one and cleared 
away. Brown came back once more in 
the west turn, but lost drive on the 
slick, cobbly blue groove that was 
forming there. Two laps later, Burres 
was pressing Lawwill for third, as the 
leaders began lapping the limping 
wounded. 

Burres maintained the pressure on 
Mert, finally getting by in the west tum. 
Now it was Burres and Brown, as the 
rest of the field degenerated into a 
parade of survivors. Burres passed 


. Brown going out of the dogleg, and for 


the remaining laps, rode like a wild man 

trying to catch Joyner. The laps fell and 

the gap closed, and Burres (as he told us 

later) came out of the west turn each 

de praying he wouldn't see that white 
ag. 





All too soon for Sonny, the white 
and the checker came out, and Chuck 
Joyner won it with a second to spare. 
Brown came across, then Lawwill with 
barely a front wheel ahead of Gary 
Scott, who had gotten that last-minute 
drive just split seconds too late. 

On the victory stand, you'd never 
know Sonny Burres had finished 
second. After coming from last place, he 
was ecstatic, shouting, “We did it!” to 
Chuck Joyner, who was still quietly 
letting it all soak in. 

It had definitely been a survivor’s 
race. Joyner said, "I kept missin’ gears. 
End of the straightaway, shiftin’ down 
and it would go into neutral. It was all I 
could do to hold the front brake on and 
keep the throttle up.” 

Chuck had decided at the last minue 
to stick with the Goodyear D/Ts he'd 
qualified on, crediting that decision for 
the outcome of the race. "Kind of a 
head game," he said, as his Torcco 
sponsor beamed in the background. “I 
seen everybody changing to Carlisles, 
Mert was don' a big switch-o deal. I 
thought maybe he knew what he was 
doing, but previous experience 
counts..." 

Yes it does, and endurance, as well. 
Brown's bike was missing shifts, too, 
and Sonny Burres was running with 
wasted rings after his Triumph went 
"erk!" on the straight during practice. 
"| was really sick," he said — but that 
was after the pay window had brought 
fast relief. e.

The opening round of the 1975 
^ Inter-AMA series was a United 
Czechoslovakia 
Match Race as Tony DiStefano

and Zdenek Velky squared off in a 
head to head duel for the top 
spot. DiStefano, the 250 National 
Champion, took home all the 


marbles as he flawlessly outrode Velky, 
Pierre Karsmakers, and Jim Weinert to 
win the first moto and followed it up 
with a tactical second. 

Meanwhile, back on the National 
scene, U.S.G.P. winner Marty Smith and 
his fire engine Honda continue to set a 
blazing trail as he easily smoked the 125 
class. Smith, who passed up the 125 
Canadian Grand Prix for a shot at his 
second straight National win, said 
before the race that he was “just going 
to set a pace.” The machine gun like 
staccato of Smith's pace saw him fifty 
yards ahead of the field halfway 
through the first lap in both motos. 

TheKOlLradio sponsored Inter-AMA 
and 125 National started on a light note 
when Tony DiStefano had vanilla ice 


versus 





cream sent over to his former Czech 
teammates table at breakfast. Velky and 
Oldrich Hamersmid's love of ice cream 
outweighed their good senses as they 
gobbled it down on top of eggs and 
bacon. The three race Inter-AMA series 
occurs during a break in the 250 Grand 
Prix season and CZ has made it their 
personal prize as the other European 
factory teams stay across the big pond. 
Velky won the series last year and 
playing his own psyche game he 
appeared on the starting line with a big 
flashy number one on his jersey and 
bike. 


125 National 


When the field of almost seventy 125 
hopefuls was pared down to the top 
forty the electrically operated cable gate 
dropped to release one man, Marty 
Smith. In the first moto Smith (Hon) 
quickly reeled in Jack Keese, as did 
Nils-Arne Nilsson (Hus) and Tommy 





Marty Smith just might whistle all the way to a second National Championship. 
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Croft, to take a quick and decisive lead. 
As they came shrieking down the fast 
bumpy straights on the first lap Bruce 
McDougal (Yam) pulled into the 
mechanic's area when the rear wheel of 
his factory monoshocker knocked his 
up-pipe off. McDougal jumped back 
into the fray a lap down and right 
behind Smith, where he stayed. For 
forty minutes plus two laps Smith 
totally dominated the field while a 
lapped McDougal stuck with him to 
finish minth. As Smith uncorked his all 
too familiar run-away, Tommy Croft 
(Hon), Nils Nilsson (Hus), and Steve 
Wise (Kaw) diced in a high speed battle 
of brands. Coming through the pack 
after a poor start, Tim Hart moved into 
fifth at the midway mark. Behind him 
were Mike Kessler, Jack Keese, Mickey 
Boone, and Jim. Turner. Two laps later 
Hart forced his way past both Nilsson 
and Wise to take over third behind the 
L.A.F.D. team of Smith and Croft as 
Wise took Nilsson for fourth. 

With only five minutes remaining in 
the first moto Croft's half of the Honda 
effort came undone with his chain, 
moving Hart to second, Wise to third, 
and Nilsson, Boone, Kessler, Jim 
Turner, John Dallaire (Yam), Bruce 
McDougal, and Jon Leak (Yam) filling 
in the leader board. 

The crowd of 4,000 spectators lined 
the fence for the start of the second 
moto with nary a soul doubting the 
invincibility of National Champion 
Marty Smith. And to back it up Marty 
Smith holeshot the second moto while 
Yamaha’s main mover, Tim Hart, was 
boxed in at the first turn to exit last. 
Marty put his first moto performance to 
shame by opening up a 50 yard lead by 
the third turn. Hart valiantly charged 
through the pack, moving from dead 
last to 16th in two laps, and then as he 
was about to break into the top ten a 
miscue dragged him back a lap. Croft's 
DNF in the first moto didn't dampen 
the explosive Honda rider's fuse as he 
took a solid second and held it. 
McDougal pulled in again on the first 
lap to have his pipe kicked back in 
without losing too much Nebraska 
ground. Danny Tumer (Hon) and Jim 
Turner (Yam) moved past Mike 
Kessler's Husky to lock into a 40 
minute sprint for fourth. Sambo 
Restaurant's Motocross Team rider, 
Jack Keese, raced backwards through 
the pack after having the dubious honor 
of being the only rider close enough to 
read Smith's name on his jersey, and 
that was only for the first half lap. 

At the end of the 40 minutes plus 
two laps the muscular young California 
champion blasted under the checkers 
with a 2:24 lap (just three seconds 
slower than the International 250's). 
Smith's victory gives him a giant step 
toward his second straight 125 National 
Champion as Tim Hart was only able to 
score a 20th. The battle for second 
money saw five riders tie with 12 points 
apiece. McDougal (9-3), Jim Turner 
(7-5), Mike Kessler (6-6), Nils-Arne 
Nilsson (408), and Steve Wise (3-9) were 
all scored on the basis of the final moto. 
Jim Turner's third place overall made 
him the highest placed privateer, and he 
missed passing the only other successful 
privateer Danny Turner by three feet. If 
Jim Turner had succeeded he would 
have been second overall. 


250 Inter-AMA 


Whenever a European GP rider races in 
America you can expect Team Honda's 
Pierre Karsmakers to be on hand to give 
it his all. Karsmakers holeshot the first 
moto with Jammin’ Jimmy Weinert 
(Yam), Tony DiStefano, and Billy 
Grossi hot on his dust trail. Grand Prix 
contenders Zdenek Velky (CZ) and 
Oldrich Hammerschmid (CZ) lived a bad 
scene out of a Marx Brothers movie by 
knocking each other down in the first 
turn. Hamerschmid got up immediately

and quickly sliced his way through the 
pack up to 12th place in three laps. Two 
laps later Hamerschmid got off hard 
down a short straight. The 
Czechoslovakian iron man lived up to 
his reputation as he held up his broken 
arm and said to no one in particular, 
“kaput”. Velky was slow getting away 
from the first turn crash, but with a 
broken rear fender and a bent duckbill 
he moved up to fifth place where a 
flying Mike Hartwig (Hus) kept him at 
bay. 

Out front all hell was breaking loose 
as Tony DiStefano moved past the 
Jammer and started leaving knobby 
tracks up Pierre’s rear fender. Tony 
didn’t wait long to put a move on 
Karsmakers as Weinert closed the gap, 
and the three National Champions 
probed and prodded across the wood 
chip strewn circuit. Hartwig took over 
fourth when Billy “The Bear” Grossi 
seized and Mike ran all by himself 
about 20 seconds behind Weinert. Velky 
was fifth at the midway point, and the 
five through dime places were ‘after 
you Alphonse” affairs. Peter Lamppu 
(CZ), John Savitski (Bul), Arizona's 
Gary Hickerson and Greg Thiess finally 
settled in at the checkers. 

With three laps to go it was a 
DiStefano-Karsmakers battle with 
Weinert fading a little. Karsmakers got a 
good drive out of an off camber 
downhill turn and nipped into the lead. 
DiStefano said, “I was out front and I 
said to myself what am I doing in the 
lead, but Pierre never really tried hard 
to take it." Karsmakers held the lead for 
one-half a lap, and Tony's Suzuki pulled 
even with him down the grandstand 
straight and as the two lap sign came 
out DiStefano passed Pierre in mid-air, 
blasted through the right hander at the 
mechanic’s area, and was long gone. 
Weinert was third, and Hartwig followed 
in fourth until three turns from the 
checkered flag when his Husky snapped 
in half sprawling Mike and two pieces of 
Sweden all over the track. Zdenek 
Velky took fourth, Lamppu brought in 
another CZ for fifth. 

Only twenty-one 250s returned to 
the gate for the second moto, and 
twenty of the riders were wondering 
what Velky could do if he got off the 
line clean. They didn't have long to wait 
as Karsmakers, DiStefano, Velky, and

Weinert started quickly and held a 


private four man race at world 
championship speed. DiStefano chewed 
Karsmaker's bouncing Honda up on the 
long knife edge straight. About six laps 
later Velky held it wide open over “the 
crusher”, a heaping 25-foot mound of 
dirt, to run side by side with Pierre. 
Three jumps and two turns later the 
tandam was finally split when Velky 
stuck a wheel under the Honda and set 
sail after DiStefano. Thirty seconds 
back from the front four of DiStefano, 
Velky, Karsmakers, and Weinert came 
Mike Runyard (C-A), Gary Chaplin 
(CZ), Peter Lamppu (CZ), and John 
Savitski. 

Velky took the lead from Tony at 
the end of a set of man-made whoops. 
DiStefano immediately tried a repeat 
performance of his grandstand jump 
pass, but Velky blocked it at the next 
comer. Suzuki mechanic Keith McCarty 
utilized the chalkboard to pace Tony 
about fifteen seconds ahead of 
Karsmakers instead of engaging in a 
breakneck duel with Zdenek Velky, 
who by now was racing beyound the 
danger point for normal racers. 

DiStefano took the overall and the 
Inter-AMA series lead to add to his 
current list of 1975 achievements, 
which include the 250 National 
Championship and a tenth in the world 











standings. Velky’s 4-1 edged out 
Karsmakers 2-3 as Pierre complained 
loudly about his shocks. Jammin’ 
Jimmy rode unspectacularly but rapidly 
to fourth, followed by Lamppu and 
Savitski. Omaha local Greg Theiss 
(Yam) turned two top ten performances 
into a seventh ahead of Gary Hickerson, 
John Ayers, and Gary Chaplin e

This report covers two inter- 
national races, June 15 at 
Hirsinque, France and June 22 at 
Mossiac, France. The race at 
Hirsinque was a three heat affair: 
the first two for 20 minutes plus 
two laps, and the last for 25 
minutes plus two laps. The course 
was typically French, which is wide, 
rough, extreme changes in elevation and 
difficult. 

Our friends the Russians were also 
there, only this time more friendly 
relations prevailed. The Russian team is 
comprised of three sidecars. Their 
construction is similar to that of the 
English Wasp but heavier. They use the 
Ural engine and drive train. Their racing 
antics are the talk of the circuit. They 
use lots of throttle and little finesse. 
They use slam-bang tactics, crash a lot, 
and arc quite spectacular. 

The race was won by Englishmen 
Terry Good and Jess Rixon, riding a 
Norton/Wasp. The Russians managed a 
third and we were 10th. 

The race at Mossiac was a new 
experience for us — the long downhills 
would provide speeds in the 75 mph 
bracket. This race was our best effort to 
date. We managed an eighth for the day, 
but mechanical problems kept us from a 
win or a.second. 

We have learned a lot about going up 
and down hills in the past few weeks. 
The race was won by former Holland 
champion Jan Ten Thise and Jan Jassen, 
aboard a 750 EML/Y amaha. 

Attendance at both races was 
approximately 12,000. Their racing 
program is very different from ours. It is 
scheduled to be a day-long affair, with a 
massive lunch break from 12 Noon until 
three p.m. Practice in the morning and 
first race after lunch. 

The sidecars are featured, but are 
usually accompanied by a solo class. 
People come early and bring their 
picnics for a day of racing. Admission 
costs range from $2 to $5 depending on 
occasion.

Sheene defeats Ago 


& Read in Dutch thriller

ASSEN, HOLLAND, JUNE 28 


Bary Sheene won his first ever 
500cc world championship race 
before a record crowd of 140,000 
at the Dutch TT in breathtaking 


style. 
Trailing behind Giacomo 
Agostini at the last corner of the 


16 lap race, Sheene's four cylinder 
water cooled Suzuki blasted past the 
Italian's Yamaha-4 to win by half a 
machine's length in the 200 yard run to 
the flag. 

"Earlier in the race, I found the 
Suzuki was much quicker than Ago’s 
Yamaha,” said Barry after the race. “I 
knew I could pass him down the 
finishing straight.” 

Poor Ago was shattered by the 
defeat, and there will have to be plenty 
of work in Yamaha workshops in 
Amsterdam between this race and the 
Belgian GP at Spa-Francorchamps. 
Third in this 500cc clash was reigning 
world champion Phil Read on an MV 
that lacked the pace of either the 
Suzuki or the Yamaha. 

Agostini looks to have lost his 350cc 
title, to add to his problems. Young 
Venuzuelean Johnny Cecotto finished 
fifth in the 350cc race, just behind the 
leading group of four riders, after a poor 
start. 

But Ago wasn't able to take 
advantage of Johnny’s troubles. His 
Yamaha was not as quick as many 
privateer machines down the straight 
and on the corners problems with the 
rear "slick" tire created handling faults. 





Ago finished fourth, and only victories 
in the remaining four rounds can salvage 
the crown he has worn for the last seven 


successive seasons. c j 
Dieter Braun, the wily, experienced 


West German won the 350cc race after a 
great scrap with Finn Penti Korhonen, 
Alex George of Scotland and Ago. 

It wasn’t really Cecotto’s day, either! 
After a poor start robbed him of higher 
placing, he was forced out of the 250cc 
event while leading the 
Harley-Davidsons of Michel Rougerie 


and Walter Villa by a comfortable 
margin. 

His Yamaha, housed in the 
ex-Kanaya 350cc cantilever frame, 


suffered a major engine blow up on the 
ninth lap. Rougerie led for a couple of 
laps until he slid off, under pressure 
from Villa. 

Walter then pulled away to another 
convincing, if lucky, win to bring the 
250cc world title even closer to his 
grasp. Rougerie remounted to take 
second spot, while Dieter Braun 
snatched back third place from Swiss 
star Bruno Kneubuhler after a great 
scrap. 

The 125cc title is almost the 
property of little Paulo Pileri. He and 
teammate Pirpaulo Bianchi demolished 
the opposition to make it another 
Morbidelli one-two. 

One more win will clinch it for Pileri,

and even that is not needed if Kent 
Andersson does not win the next round. 
The Swede needs to win all four 
remaining rounds to keep his title, but 
that would be a major miracle. The 
Yamaha is just not quick enough, and 
once again Kent's water cooled twin 
broke down trying to catch the 
uncatchable Morbidellis which now tum 
out a staggering 43bhp. 

Bruno Kneubuhler was left to carry 
the Yamaha challenge to the Italians. He 
took third place, but he was more than 
a minute behind Bianchi in second spot. 

The remaining solo class provided 
one of the day’s best finishes. Three 
50s, led by Angel Nieto crossed the line 
separated by just three tenths of a 
second after a really superb race. Third 
was Herbert Rittberger on another 
Kreidler, while Eugenio Lazzarini on the 
Piovaticci took third place, and a record 
lap! 

In the sidecar class West German 
Werner Schwarzel on the Konig outfit 
proved his pole position from practice 
was.no.fluke by winning comfortably 
from Swiss ace Rolf Biland. Schwarzel 
might have had a much bigger problem 
on his hands had not Mac Hobson, from

close pursuit. Mac broke his arm in the 
accident, and passenger Gordon Russell 
was detained at the hospital with a 
fractured skull. 

Unhappily this was not the only 
serious accident of the meeting.

An informal lunch with Suzuki's 
uncrowned 125cc World Champ 


By Lane Campbell 


During the lull between the U.S. and Canadian rounds of the FIM 125cc motocross 
championship, U.S. Suzuki flew Gaston Rahier to the West Coast to give many of the 
moto-press fraternity their first look at the man whose 13 moto victories in 16 starts 
have virtually sewn up the 125cc world championship. (Notable exception: our 
European correspondent John Huetter, who has seen Gaston many times in Europe, 
and kept a running patter of French going, serving as impromptu interpreter when 
Gaston's English bogged down, occasionally.) 

Rahier, though a Belgian national, displays many of the expressions and 
mannerisms that non-Europeans characterize as “French,” or “Gallic.” He’s a small, 
powerfully-built man whose off-track demeanor (especially when accompanied by 
wine and plentiful food) is loose, easygoing, with a kind of droll, straightfaced wit. His 





English, though accented, actually 
mother French or borrowed English. 





seizes up very seldom. He's quite articulate in either 


Somewhere between the wine and coffee, the luncheon gathering was thrown open 
into an informal "press conference." Some of the highlights 


Q: What is the difference between -say- 





125 class and 250 or Open? 
GR: The difference...is the 


technical, you know. For driving is 
more difficult. You need very good 
(body) condition because is very hard. 
You stay always wide open, you know. 
And also the setting is very difficult for 
your bike. In a too hard competition, 
every bike is similar... (exchange in 
French). 

JH: Gaston is saying that with the 250 
bikes, there is more room for 
compromise. It can be a little off one 
way or the other, and you can have a 
little latitude for yourself, too. But the 
125s have to be spot on all the time, 
and you have to have your body spot 
on... Although Gaston is too modest 
to say it, I think he's won every 250 
international he's been in this year. 

GK: Then this year 1 have very hard 
training. Much more than 250 and I 
think 500 ...I go to the doctor, special 
doctor for the sport, you know, and he 
say he must check my body. 
(laughter)...and he say you have 
normal body, same as everybody. Good 
heart, is normal, you know, about 75 
working. And he say is not good for 
rider. And he say okay I working for 
you some special schedule, you know. 
Now I training, I go every week to the 
doctor, every week to the 
training... Now my condition is much 
better because I have 52 (heart rate) 
normally. And if I drive, I try bicycle, 
very hard, and after one minute I have 
maybe 105. One minute after, I have 
same, 52. That's very important for 
condition, for motocross, for every 
class. 

Speaking about the USGP in Ohio: I 
coming here Friday night, and I receive 
new bike. The company say l give to 
you very good bike, new one. Maybe 
too good. Because is everything new. 
And the feeling, I go just one lap and I 
stop, I say, '1 don't know, it's not my 
motorcycle, it’s completely different.’ 
You know, tank is very small, footrest 
different, I don't know. Try everything, 
then it's not so bad. Training time 
(practice) 1 have best luck. Then rider 
meeting, | go...sit with my friend 
DeRoover. And the man ask, okay this 
and it is then working flag. That's the 
flag for the start, and that flag is for 
this... DeRoover say to me, ‘You 
understand everything?” I say 'I don't 
know. I don’t know about this.’ 

Then I go to the start and I start not 
so bad, maybe five-or six position, and 
after two hill I am third position. And 
the one man working flag, green. I 
stop... and four or five rider pass me. 
What it is? No, I try again, is too late. 
And same like that, two, three 
problem ...I have two, three mistakes 
like that... 

Q: Besides the problems you have in 
Ohio, what did you think of the 
American riders, and do you think they 
can be competitive in the world class in 
the 125s? 

GR: I don’t know. I have raced just one 
time with the American rider. I think 











that in that type race (Gaston had 
earlier characterized the Mid-Ohio track 
as a too-smooth, one groove track. 
“This not motocross.”), American rider 
was very good. Very good. In the 
European track, in the World Champion 
track, is completely different, because is 
much more technical course. The 
problem I have now in United 
States ... the American rider come in 
have this one in Europe... If Marty 
Smith coming Europe, maybe he need 
one year experience for get good results, 
because now I see him, he have good 
condition, you know, is very strong 
boy, drive very good. 


Q: Would you like to explain the 
reception the 125 class has gotten in 
Europe? 

GR: I am very surprised... the first 
time I thinking, okay I go to the 125, 
maybe is not so important... (but) 
many young people coming and is very 
interesting also for market and for 
television. They have every race 20, 25 
thousand people coming...l race in 
Yugoslavia we have 45 thousand 
people ...in Czechoslovakia 35 
thousand people. Is very interesting for, 
in Europe... (CZ, others) not 
entering 500s, go just in the 125 
because is more better for market, is 
young people like this, yes? 

Q: As far as market appeal, isn't every 
bike bigger than 125cc so heavily taxed 
that only the rich can afford the bigger 
machinery ? 

GR: (nods) and also in Europe you no 
need license for 125cc, you know, 
everybody drive. You have 16 year, you 
possibly using 125cc. You have 18 year 
old, 20 year, you buy car. 

Q: What's the speed of a 125 on the 
fastest track? 

GR: I don't know, I think maybe my 
bike 100, 105, 110 kilometers....You 
know race last Grand Prix in 
Sweden ...the time was seven seconds 
more fast in the 125 (than) the 500 
class. That's good, huh? And also in 
Holland, we have national class, 
international class in 250 and we have 
every good rider... 250 entry .. . also 
Pomeroy, Brad Lackey, Everts, 
Bauer... Wolsink also. And Wolsink 
winning and he was four seconds slowly 
the 125. 

Q: Wolsink was four second slower? 
GR: Four seconds. Than me and 
DeRoover. "That's sand track. Jim 
(Pomeroy) coming and saying that's no 
possible, sure 250 go more fast. And 
after next time Jim go back from 
Europe and you ask him, he say ‘I no 
understand this thing.’ 

Q: Now you've won the 125 
championship, will you change to 250 
or what? 

GR: I want to go to 250, then 500. The 
problem is the Company. Suzuki, you 
know (chuckles, all around). I ask last 
time, the boss he say he don't know 
about this...if I go 250 he have 
nothing in 125, is not good also. Akira 
(also a 125cc factory rider, and test 
rider) maybe next year must stay in

Japan. If he coming in 125, maybe okay 
I go 250, huh? 

Q: Why does he have to stay in Japan? 
GR: You know, this year (he) have, last 
year I have champion in Japan. Now he 
have authorization from the Japan 
Federation for go to another 
country. .. Then next year he must 
stay in Japan, because he have not 
champion. Little bit crazy this, huh? 

Q: In other words he has to be 
champion before they'll let him go out 
of the country? 

GR: Yes. That's stupid (rolls eyes at 
Akira, general laughter) because he is 
very good rider. 


Q: About the RM-125. Gaston was 
racing a RA-125...could you tell us 
the difference between the two 


motorcycles? 

GR: Very similar, very similar. First if 
you have any trouble with the RM, you 
say is not good, you must ask Akira 
(chuckles) because this one test in the 
company. All winter he: try this bike 
and he say... (more laughter). 
Anyway, the bike, I think for normal 
rider the RM is more easy ... my bike 
have much higher horsepower and the 
low power not so much now, huh? Then 
for feeling, if you have professional 
rider my bike is very good. For normal 
rider is too difficult riding. The feeling 
is about same...suspension, gas 
tank... 

Q: What's your RA weigh? 

GR: 173 pounds... 

Q: How much gas is in? 

GR: Now my gas tank is seven liters. 
Before I have nine liter. That same for 
500 bike. 

Q: How about the five speed 
transmission in a 125? Some others have 
six. . 
GR: 1 think is better for motocross five 
speed. I don’t know in U.S. because the 
course is very flat...a high speed 








course. And okay six speed maybe. A 


European course is many bumpy ... in 
one lap you change (six speed) maybe 
10 time more. You have first much 
work ... you turn left side is impossible 
change ...I see Yamaha and some 
different bike have turned and the 
bump and the change miss many time, 
you know. My bike no problem. I turn 
same gear and I go second corner 
(passing motion with the hands). I say 
for motocross five speed and the long 
stroke engine, working more long. 

Q: Who do you think is the world's 
best motocrosser? 

GR: Roger DeCoster. (In the Belgian 
Easter Trophy) every rider from 250, 
125, 500 together and I race this, and 
only one man go faster than me, is 
Roger. Then I see him, he have no 
problem, he drive perfect. Not one time 
miss. He start good. He feeling very 
smooth, not so hard for bike, very 
clever. I think the best rider is Roger. 


Gaston won't talk much about his own 
style, but John Huetter, who has seen 
him at several tracks in Europe summed 
it up: "Gaston rides completely 
different lines from everybody else in 
125 Grand Prix... He usually goes 
where the other people aren't. And if 
everybody else is taking a wide line in 
the first turn, Gaston has gone inside. A 
lot of times he'll ride the complete 
oulside line and never take it out of 
gear... maybe pass one or three guys." 

At this writing, Gaston is on his way 
to Canada, then to the last two 125cc 
Grands Prix in Spain and Belgium, plus 
the Belgian 500 GP and the Swiss 250. 
For a man who already carries a 
"perfect score" 13 firsts (only your 
best finishes count for the 
championship), and who had 
demonstrated winning ability on 250 
and 500 class machines, what do you 
say except — Bon chance. e

With a host of new riders on hand, 
red-hot Jim Fishback, of Fontana, 
emerged predominant by nearly 
scoring a "clean sweep" of the 


Main events in his local debut at San 
Bernardino's Inland Motorcycle 
Speedway. Holding the dubious honor 
of being Inland's first and only 50-yard 
man on the initial night of handicap 
racing, Fishback roared past his five 
rivals in the Main event to earn the top 
award, his second in less than a week. 

Only a determined and 
perfectly-timed ride by local newcomer 
Bobby Ross in the Scratch Main kept 
Fishback from a double for the evening. 
Ironically, final outcome was a reversal 
of the pair's order of finish in their first 
Scratch heat earlier that evening. 

Cutting it close in the top dollar race, 
Ross assumed the lead at the midway 
point of the final turn on the last lap, 
dropping inside to slide by Ballard, who 
led the first three laps. Fishback, also on 
the move through the bend, made a 
strong bid from third to edge Ballard, 
while gaining on Ross at the tapes. 
Newport Beach's Gene Woods, younger 
brother of three-time National 
Champion Rick Woods, rounded out the 
final contest, finishing fourth. 

Fishback's Handicap victory ran a 
somewhat parallel course, not securing 
the lead until the final lap, when the 
leader, Bob Hetrick, fell less than 80 
yards from the tapes. San Bernardino 
newcomer Denny Scopelitte darted past 
the fallen Hetrick, who took third, to 
snatch runner-up honors. 

Dave Galvin, a full-time fireman 
whose nights of riding are limited due 
to his ever-changing schedule, captured 
back-to-back victories in the-consolation 
events. In the handicap portion, he 
edged Chris Haines and the 
steadily-improving Gene Woods, while 
coming from the 40 as long yard-man in 
the heat. Two races later, in the Scratch 
consolation, Galvin returned to lead all 
the way, taking the measure of Hetrick, 
Keith Tennis and Ralph Castor. 

El Centro's Ron Preston easily 
routed his five rivals in the Third 
Division Main, putting up a flawless ride 
in both of his heats. Preston, driving off 
the 10 yard marker, circled his fellow 
riders and was already drawing off by 
the time he reached turn three of the 
first lap, then virtually coasted home in 
the four-lap finale. Leo Black was 
second, in front of "Mad Man" Mike 
Manley, celebrating his 21st birthday. 

The  evening's featured “grudge 
rematch," carried over from the first 
week, was contested by Bob lletrick

In 350 GP, 
Galindo’s discovery of an oil-gushing 
tach drive on the grid did nothing to set 
his mind at ease for serious racing. Still, 
he grabbed a holeshot, slamming the 
door on Klinzmann in turn one, and 
leading for half a lap, until fears of a 
lubricated rear tire slowed him down 
drastically. Rudy managed second place, 
gassing it only when upright. 

Baker, doing an extremely smooth 
job of riding a 250 in 350 GP, held off 
Klinzmann's 350 for every lap except 
one. Racing only a few feét behind 
Baker until the last circuit, Harry then 
used his horsepower to stretch out a 
100-foot lead. A 250 ridden in 350 GP 
is not scored, so Galindo got second. 

Desperate to keep his title another 
year, Galindo has been riding every GP 
bike he can get his hands on. Unable to 
repair his chronically-disabled 125 for 
this race, Galindo did make it on a 
borrowed 50. It got him a third. 

Winning the 50 GP was 15-year-old 
Randy Mamola, who has to be the 
youngest and smallest racer in history 
with a full Yamaha factory sponsorship. 
His newly-acquired, sleeved-down 
RD-60 was a bullet. 


Mamola earned his tie for second 
place in the championship points by 
winning every AFM 125 GP points race 
he has entered. The only man to ever 
beat Mamola is Ron Pierce, who did it 
at a non-points race last February. 
Today, however, Mamola, in his ninth 
125 GP race, found out how it feels to

An environmentalist 


views dirt bikers

Part 1: My first 
run-in with 
“The Machine” 


The moment I drove into camp 
that first afternoon I felt like I 
was behind enemy lines. It was 
disquieting, a totally foreign ex- 
perience — as if by some fluke I'd 
stumbled into General Rommel's 
headquarters at El Alamein. 
Things bristled, like on the eve of 
a great battle. 


I was surrounded by sputtering 
machines and their riders, all in bright 
colors. There were chevrons, heraldry, 
fluttering banners everywhere. Even a 
wandering Irish setter wore some kind 
of a coat of arms on his back. I almost 
expected to see a girl stroll by with 
mince pies for sale or a band of regulars 
off on a Crusade — Medieval pagentry in 
the 20th century. 

Getting out of my car I was nearly 
cut down by a long-haird Viking type 
dressed in chartreuse and yellow. He slid 
to a stop, dismounted, leather 
crunching, and walked to a sign-in 
trailer where others were lined up. Some 
were grim-faced, as if presenting 
themselves for active duty. 

The camp was dotted with 
pastel-colored pillboxes. I soon learned 
these lavendar, beige and rose boxes 
were privys. I thought they must have 
some military function but there were 
no weapons in sight, no barracks. 

My host was and is a friend. He 
promotes races and his operation must 
be one of the cleanest in the business. 
Few of his bikers seem to get hurt; on 
some occasions none do. You don’t 
find much litter in or around his camp 
and after each event his cleanup 
Operation is meticulous. He thinks a 
mass of two-wheelers ripping across the 
open sand and through gulleys is a 
legitimate use of the desert. I don’t, but 
we get along anyway. Besides, I’m out 
there to look, listen and learn — not 
preach. 

The first couple of weekends I spent 
time before the races taking still shots 
and movies. I discovered that people 
rarely walk anywhere; they commute 
across camp by motorcycle. Feet seem 
to be obsolete. Rider and bike are one. I 
guess it's like the cowboy and his nag: 
forever wedded. 

One morning, my friend Bill and I 
were invited by Cycle News to jump on 
a motorcycle and see what the fun was 
all about. I said I wanted to take 
pictures and declined. That wasn't the 
only reason. I wasn't sure I'd ever make 
it back. Bill had more guts and followed 
Chuck Clayton out into the bush 
piloting the official Cycle News Honda 
Trail 90. Hitting speeds up to 15 mph, 
they covered part of the course in 500 
percent of the time it would have taken 
a racer. Later Bill said the experience 
was akin to operating a jackhammer or 
drill but without the union fringe 
benefits. 

"Much more work than I'd 
expected," he said. “They tell me the 





faster you go the easier it is, but I 
understand your survival chances 
diminish as your speed goes up. So I 
kept it down." 

Bill also experienced Fear. This from 
experienced bikers criss-crossing all 
about. 

"I was petrified, especially by those 
coming at me from the rear.” 

One afternoon, on a weekend when I 
was a solo guest out there, I put on my 
hiking boots and summit pack and 
trekked toward a small mountain about 
two miles from camp. I'd never hiked 
through one of the Bureau of Land 
Management's (BLM) designated 
"open" zones before. There were cylists 
everywhere. Their tracks and sounds 
invaded every parcel of desert land and 
air space for miles. I was witnessing a 
legal war against the environment. The 
invader, not content with merely 
conquering, was continuing to punish. 
The desert to me is a complex world of 
infinite beauty and complex life forms. 
I think, to most riders it's just a Place — 
a sort of sandy void where nothing 
important happens and nothing can be 
hurt, where they can do their thing 
unrestricted. 

All bikers share an important trait: 
pride. It’s infectious. Pride in engine, 
pride in victory, pride in son, father, 
brother and boyfriend. Sister and old 
lady, too. As I drove out of camp one 
Sunday afternoon I saw two little girls 
tooting around on mini-bikes, singing 
happily, strands of wild flowers laced to 
their handlebars. For them, I thought, 
maybe there’s still a chance. If only 
someone would take them aside and 
teach them pride in the desert, too, 
before it’s too late.

Touring around 
the world 


Ted Simon, a 44-year-old British 
author and journalist, has found 
the longest route around the 
world. Since October, 1973 Simon 
has racked up some 30,000 miles 
traveling Europe, Africa, South and 
Central America on a Triumph 
motorcycle. 

With another year-and-a-half of travel 
through Japan, Indonesia, China, India 
and the Near East yet to come, what has 
Simon learned of the world so far? “The 
world is a much nicer and friendlier 
place than we realize,” said Simon while 
taking a breather in Los Angeles. “Even 
the most primitive groups in Africa and 
South America were friendly, but every 
group told me the next bunch down the 


offered by the stations would be 
broader in scope than at present. 
Littering of our freeways and 
highways would be reduced, smoking 
and drinking while driving would be 
reduced, and the physical fitness of the 


commuting population would be 
improved. 
Traffic congestion and overloaded 


parking facilities in the down town area 
would be relieved, and best of all, this 
approach is an enjoyable experience for 
the participant. 

It sounds too good to be true 
minimal investment, energy and 
materials conservation, relief of traffic 
and parking congestion, and an 
enjoyable means of conveyance all in 
one package. The answer is to encourage 
the safe use of motorcycles. There are 


roughly two million motorcycles 
registered in the state of California. 
Easily 20% of the motorcycles 


registered are in the Los Angeles basin 
and are suitable (in type and location) 
for this program. 

The major obstacle to the expanded 
use of motorcycles for commuting has 
been bad P.R. brought on by the 
entertainment industry and the “Hell's 
Angels” element. Consequently the 
treatment. given motorcyclists by 
motorists ranges from ignoring the 
biker to being dangerously contemptful 
of him. An interesting statistic is that of 
vehicle accidents involving an 
automobile and a motorcycle, the car 
driver is at fault over 70% of the time. 
All too often it seems the typical driver 
confuses proximity with size. 





line were scoundrels and 
murderers.” 

“Another thing,” Simon continued, 
‘‘underdeveloped people are not 
necessarily as underprivileged as we 
industrial nations often think. They 
have their own adjustment to the world 
and we sometimes project too much of 
our own standards onto these people. It 
is possible for one to live as contentedly 
in a mud hut as in a high rise." 


Does Simon recommend 
motorcycling as a way of travel for 
others? ‘‘What’s important,” Simon 
contends, “is how you present yourself 
to other peoples. If you could ride up 
on a horse, that would be best. But in 
modern times, the motorcycle is the 
best way of approaching fresh new 
experiences. I chose a Triumph because 
it's one of the lightest 4-stroke bikes 
and, of course, Triumph handling is 
famous and so is its reliability. Besides,” 
Simon added with a smile, “it’s British.”

What can Atlantic Richfield 
Company do about it? 

First, a public relations program 
should be sponsored by Atlantic 
Richfield (with participation by 
Manufacturers and Dealers Associations) 
to change the image and respect given 
to the commuting motorcyclist. I 
believe the public attitude towards 
motorcyclists can be changed for the 
better through the knowledge that 
besides having fun, this commuter is 
conserving resources, and relieving the 
congestion problem. Possibly a helmet 
decal program through participating 
ARCO stations would work: well with 
television and newspaper advertising. 

Second, provide assistance in the 
creation of new traffic laws that give 
preferential treatment to motorcyclists. 
An automobile can stop and swerve 
more rapidly than the typical cyclist. 
Right-of-way legislation similar to that 
governing sail boats and power boats is 
suggested, and possibly an exclusive 
freeway lane during rush hours. 

Third, Atlantic Richfield Company 
should participate through its ARCO 
service stations in the sale of safety 
equipment (helmets, riding apparel, 
lighting equipment, reflective materials, 
tires, etc.) and servicing of motorcycles, 


again stressing safety-oriented 
maintenance. 
That is my idea on public 
transportation.

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The Oly Superbowl, the most prestigeous and largest motocross in the nation, is 
expectantly awaited each year by enthusiasts nationwide. This year will be 
highlighted by the crowning of the National Supercross Champion and the first of 
five years of CBS Sports Spectacular coverage. 

Motocross is one of our fastest growing spectator sports and Oly wisely moved it 
away from the back country with its stifling dust, long traffic lines, chemical toilets 
and hot beer to successfully stage the event in the L.A. Coliseum. Now families can 
comfortably watch International and American motocross stars blast from the 
starting gate to reach the two man wide bottleneck first turn, crash through 
blinding mud pits, endure thousands of bone jarring ruts and fly down the ski run, a 
dangerous jump where riders climb from the floor of the Coliseum out the parastyle 
and race back through the center arch to fly to the floor. The "see the whole 
course" concept was an instant success growing from 27,760 to 47,500 attendance 
in just two years. This year the Oly Superbowl is expected to draw in excess of 
60,000 attendance. 

The Superbowl began in 1972 on a sweltering evening, following a considerably 
smoggy day. California teenager Marty Tripes won the first event and backed it up 
with a victory in the Superbowl '73. Tripes finished third last year behind winner 
Jaroslav Falta and many times world champion Roger DeCoster. 

The first Superbowl was one of 11 stops on a tour of North America that pitted 
Europe's best against the finest in America. Sponsoring American Motorcycle 
Association officials report that the series drew a total of 200,000 spectators, 
attesting to the continually mushrooming popularity of this relatively “new” U.S. 
sport. 

In Europe, where its tradition is much older and better established, single event 
crowds for motocross have ranged up to the 190,000 figure, indicating that its 
fascination comes from something more than mere- novelty. 

Britishers have been going at it in one form or another since 1924. When 
motocross was born it was first called “scrambles”. It offered anew conception 
running over unimproved (and uncleared) natural terrain. 

Motocross really began to hit the heights of popularity immediately following 
World War II and by the early 1950's, it already boasted its professional element 
riders who earned their living solely from this new offshoot of the motorcycle 
racing sport. 

In America, motocross didn't take firm hold until the late 1960's, shortly after 
the boom began in family recreational riding. 

The Inter-AMA and Trans-AMA Series in recent years were what motorcycle 
officials and industry spokesmen see as just the first signs of a tremendous upsurge 
in motocross popularity. 


""There's really nothing quite like it." explains former American Champion 























Pierre Karsmakers, a soccer veteran. "It's so exhilarating; yet so demanding. There 
are so many, many little details. Most of all, it's a combination effort. You and 
your motorcycle have to win. You are one." 

Karsmakers, who recently won the Canadian GP, ànd Marty Smith who defeated: 
Europeans and Americans alike at the U.S. 125 Grand Prix, are just two of the top 
riders that will be competing in Superbowl '75. 


HIGH SCHOOL CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Three hundred sixty high school students from throughout southern California will 
race over the Oly Superbowl of Motocross course Friday, July 18 at the Los 
Angeles Coliseum in the Coliseum High School Motocross Championships. 

Championships in all divisions but one, the 125cc Expert division, will be settled 
Friday, with the 125cc final being held over until an intermission running during 
the Oly Superbowl, July 19. 

High School riders have been qualifying for the Coliseum championships for the 
past four months, and competition is expected to be fierce. 

Last year in the Coliseum, a brief championship race among high schoolers was 
held between heats in the Superbowl and was won by San Diego’s (Pt. Loma High) 
Marty Smith, now a top professional and a contender in this year's Superbowl 
against top American and European stars. 

“Some felt that last year’s high school racing was more exciting and stirring than 
even that demonstrated by the world’s top pros,” meet director Dan Skahill said. 
"And from the quality of racing we saw at the qualifying events, I wouldn't be 
surprised to see them do it again.” 

Students qualified in sanctioned meets at such tracks as Indian Dunes, OCIR, 
Carlsbad International Raceway, Corona Raceway, Valley Cycle Park, Saddleback 
Park and Ascot. The Friday night Coliseum High School Motocross championships 
is the largest high school competition ever planned.

Nickelsen

OSTEEN PARK, CAL., JUNE 29 

This ATA trial was the second 
round (of three) for the State 
Trials Championship. Accordingly, 
the host club, SCTA, made it a 
five loop event with several tough 
sections. In addition, the hot 
weather and smog tested the riders 
and checkers. The riders all made 


it, but one of the checkers collapsed and 
fainted from heat prostration. 

Marland Whaley (Hon) won this trial 
and is now tied with Bernie Schreiber 
for the State Trials Championship with 
one more round to go. Mark Eggar 
(Hon) passed Bernie Schreiber (Bul) for 
second place in the fourth loop. Joe 
Guglielmelli (Hon) finished a distant 
fourth, 23 points behind Bernie and 
Mike Griffitts (Mon) edged out Martin 
Belair (Mon) with more "'cleans" to take 
fifth place. Although this was a State 
Championship meet, there were no top 
rated Northern California riders entered. 

At first glance, all of the sections 
looked alike — very rocky! Section 12 
was referred to as “the one with a 
thousand markers." The entire section 
was laid out in such a giant boulder 
patch that many riders had problems 
figuring out which way to go. According 
to Eggar, section 12 was the hardest 
because of the tight turns and section 
15 was the easiest. Section eight and 
nine (continuous) were also difficult, 
starting with a long uphill, a turn, a 
steep downhill with a sharp turn and an 
exit. Section nine started here with a 
steep uphill climb over rocks, an 
off-camber turn in loose dirt, over 
another rock pile and then a tough 
uphill climb in loose dirt. This pair was 
not cleaned until the fourth loop when 
Whaley put together a beautiful long 
clean ride through both sections. 

The most spectacular event of the 
day occurred at a section near the 
summit of a hill, where George Smith 
II was checking Expert Greg Lersch 
while ‘Bob Nickelsen stood totally 
engrossed watching the young Bultaco 
whiz do his thing. All of a sudden, a 
police helicopter flew over the summit 
from the opposite side of the hill 


approximately 20 feet above the 
ground. This practically knocked 
Nickelsen off the hill and “rattled” 


everyone else. A shaken Nickelsen had 
more than a few choice comments 
(mostly unprintable) regarding this 
incident. 

The trial was.especially tough for the

By the time 
the ace from Carson, is back into full 
shape, Jennings may have had the 
chance he needs to capture the lead in 
points. The next two weeks should be 
highly interesting. 

Meanwhile, with Rubly sidelined, 
Ogden took up whatever slack there was 
and produced two overall victories. He 
also wound up winning the 250cc Pro 
rounds after a thriller of a night. A total 
of 16 Pros had entered the 250s and 
every one was a capable winner. In the 
first race alone, the lead changed five 
times and with less than a lap remaining, 
there were still seven riders in 
contention for the win. 

Ron Turner (C-A) won the first moto 
with Jennings (Bul) taking second 
followed by Ogden, Jeff Vidic (Mai), 
Mark Marinez (Mai), Randy Burns 
(Yam) and John McManaway (Mai).

Phoenix Grand Prix

DEER VALLEY, ARIZ., JUNE 30 
During a period in which the City 
of Phoenix is highly concerned 
with the typical big-city problems, 
ie, mass transit, soaring unemploy- 
ment, rising crime, increasing air 
pollution, etc., it is somewhat surprising 
and rewarding to find that the City has 
provided the land, manpower and funds 
with which to provide the local 
motorcyclists with a desert-terrain park. 
Located north of the City of Phoenix 
(7th Street and Deer Valley Drive), the 
250 acre State-owned (City-leased) park 
contains some riding geology: imposing 
vertically-foliated schistose ridges and 
hills, rocky alluvial fans with 
cross-cutting washouts, and deep silt 
basins. The running of the Phoenix GP 
took the riders on seven five-mile loops 
which utilized the aforementioned 
natural terrain and portions of a tight 
MX course and about half of a 
pavement-smooth TT track.

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Product evaluatio

We asked American Honda Motor Company for the loan of their little 
bread-and-butter CT90 trail toddler when a couple of members of the Sierra 
Club ORV sub-committee expressed an interest in coming for a ride with us in 
the desert. Expert riders turn up their snoots at the little red scooter, which is 
underpowered, unobtrusive and undersprung, but it is the best available tool 
for teaching basic off-road riding skills to a first-time beginner. 

The little step-through model is beautifully finished in red and chrome. An 
ingenious clamp arrangement allows the handlebars to be flipped out of the 


way for transporting. It features a nearly yard-square parcel grid over the rear : 


wheel which enables it to pack large cargo in and out of the boondocks, almost 
like a two-wheeled pickup truck. Utility is its reason for being in the otherwise 
exciting Honda line. 

My curious guests gingerly approached the innocuous little trailbike and 
were not intimidated by it. Score one for our side. I demonstrated the cold 
starting drill: gas on, choke on, key on, green light on, one or two kicks on this 
do-jigger. Why won't it start? Oh it is running? (“It would be nice if all 
motorcycles were that quiet,” one Sierraclubber remarked.) This is a brake, 
this is the throttle, step on the left fore-pedal engaging first gear. Sit here, sir, 
right hand here, wrist bent down, right foot here, on the brake. Now push 
away on your left foot and turn the throttle very slowly. You are riding! 

One Sierraclubber (who owns a Blazer) did all the riding while the other one 
teased. “‘ ‘Disturb not a single blade of grass’!” he hooted. “‘What if the Desert 
Committee hears about this?” They made me promise not to take pictures; we 
don’t trust each other that much. 

The braver guest rode about 11 miles around the hare scrambles course, 
paddling all the way, and got a fair workout. He didn’t drop the Honda once. 
Being a 10-speed rider, he had good handlebar control (the Trail 90 wallows 
like a loaded bicycle in the sand). 

This Trail Honda goes nearly anywhere that a better motorcycle with a 
skilled rider can go, but it gets there gradually, quietly, tortoise-fashion. The 
little machine is undemanding, consumes little of the earth’s resources and sure 
beats hiking sometimes. If a hill gets too steep for the load, you must step off 
and stroll along twiddling the throttle, and the bike will haul itself up almost 
any slope. That automatic clutch is a nice touch on a trail appliance like this. It 

ets rid of all the unfamiliar synchronizations 
(release dutetciian-fhrottle paliciutcheuimthrotticshift .. +) that complicate a 
beginner's introduction to trailriding. 

The Honda Trail 90 isn't the final answer to turning the whole Sierra Club 
onto trailriding. It needs 18 or 19-inch wheels, narrower folding footpegs, 
higher top speed, and something installed in that step-through to make you feel 
like you are riding a motorcycle, instead of a girl's bicycle (maybe a plastic 
cargo tank?). But as long as they keep selling so many, who can blame Honda 
for making the Trail 90 the way it is? Until something better comes along for 
casual interests to experience what trailriding is all about, it'll do, and we are 
grateful.
